I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this 
my  second  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  dlwt  Decomher  1940. 

The  maintenance  of  old  cottage 
property  in  a  state  of  roasohahlo  repair  continues  to  ho  a 
matter  of  considerable  difficulty.  The  lovi  standard  rents 
leave,  absolutely  no  raargin  for  the  execution  of  repairs,  and 
it  is  difficult  to  enforce  repairs  notices  on  property  which 
cannot  bo  repaired  at  a  reasonable  cost.  Moreover,  many  of 
these  old  cottages  could  bo  made  comfortable  for  much  less 
than  it  taked  to  build  a  now  house,  and  rural  conditions  and 
wages  still  demand  a  large  proportion  of  low  rental  cottages. 
Pethaps  new  legislation  vi^ill  help  in  these  matters. 

The  Regional  Watjr  Supply  Scheme 
should  bo  number  one  priority  in  the  Council's  plan  of 
development.  It  is  needed  in  the  houses  and  on  the  farms. 

The  need  for  sewerage  in  some  of 
the  parishes  is  hardly  loss  urgent  than  that  of  main  water. 

The  temporary  sewage  works  at  East  Bergholt  has  met  the  most 
pressing  dem.and,  namely  the  treatment  and  disposal  of  s owage 
from  24  temporary  bungalows,  this  v/erks  will  be  able  to  deal 
with  the  new  housing  site  (1st  stase  development)  until  the 
whole  village  is  sewered.  A  similar  temporary  treatment 
works  to  deal  with  the  effluent  from  the  bungalows  in  St, 
Andrews  Drive,  Chelmondiston  has  tended  to  obscure  the  need 
of  the  rest  of  the  parish.  The  stream,  known  locally  as 
"The  Grindle"  is  still  an  open  sewer,  a  fact  which  is 
particularly  noticeable  on  Mondays. 


Notwithstanding  these  and  other 
inevitable  delays  the  Council’s  programme  of  development 
namel;^  water  under  pressure  for  all  parishes  and  sev\rorage  for 
Brantham,  East  Bergholt,  Chelmondiston,  Holbrook,  Copdock  & 
V/ashbrook,  Sproughton,  Stratford  St.hary,  Harkstead  and  Capol 
St.  Mary  will  provide  amenities  which  will  compare- 
favour  ably  with  the  most  progressive  rural  areas  and  will 
contribute  in  no  small  measure  to  the  improvement  of  fresh 
v/ater  streams  in  the  District, 
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In  the  remaining  parishes  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  piped  water  supplies  will  remove  a  great  ohstaclo 
from  the  free  and  scientific  design  of  small  private  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  pOant  namely  the  danger  of  pollution*  of  shallow  wells. 

The  treatment  hy  natural  filtration  of  sewage  effluents  can 
safely  he  permitted  where  all  neighbouring  houses  have  a  piped 
supply  of  water  from,  the  Council’s  mains. 

Much  of  the  work  reported  on  has  been 
carried  out  by  Mr.  ^7.L.  Brov/n  to  v/hom  is  entrusted  the  very 
important  tasks  of  meat  and  food  inspection  and  the  supervision 
of  the  scavenging  service. 

I  have  pleasure  also  in  recording  my 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  Mr.  P,  News  on  in  the  field  of 
pest  control,  Mr.  J.  Free  as  drawing  assistant  and  Mr.  D. 

Barker  and  Miss  Sharman  in  the  office* 

The  continued  interest  and  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Water  and  Sewerage 
Committees  is  sincerely  appreciated.

Stage  1  of  the  Sanford  Regional  Water 
Supply  Schone  which  will  provide  water  to  Stratford  St, Mary 
and  Highan  fror.i  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company’s  station  at 
Langhan  was  cornencod  during  the  year  by  the  laying  of  a  short 
length  of  4"  diameter  main  to  the  now  housing  site  at 
S  tr  a  t f  or d  St, Mar  y . 

Only  two  of  the  properties  on  the  line 
of  the  main  have  so  far  not  taken  a  supply.  This  response  is 
an  index  of  the  need  for  a  piped  supply.  In  the  remainder  of 
the  parish  the  shallow  wells  are  almost  without  exception 
polluted,  very  shallow  and  liable  to  lose  their  water  at  the 
first  sign  of  drought.  It  is  hoped  in  the  next  year  to 
complete  the  scheme. 


The  supplies  in  the  remainder  of  the 
District,  apart  from  private  piped  supplies  at  Holbrook 
(Royal  Hospital  School)  Oxford  University  Estate  (Freston, 
Woolverstone  and  Cholmondis ton)  and  the  Local  Authorit^^’s 
small  piped  supplies  to  the  now'  housing  sites, are  derived  from 
shallow  wells  which  often  are  polluted  and  always  liabj.e  to 
become  so. 

Thirteen  samples  were  taken  duim.ng 
the  year,  of  eleven  private  supplies  seven  were  unsatisfactory. 

The  public  piped,  supplies  1,  2,  and 
3  above  wore  sampled  and  analysed  three  times  during  the 
year.  See  Appendix  1  for  copies  of  one  analysis  for  each  of 
1  and  2  and  throe  analyses  of  the  Rayd on  supply, 

A  good  result  for  Rayd on  water  (3) 
is  an  exception  to  the  rulo, 

4,  5,  6  and  7  w^ere  analysed  at  the 
County  Borough  of  Ipswich  at  supply  end  and  at  H.M.S.  Canges 
at  delivery.  Only  in  the  event  of  information  received  from 
either  party  would  samples  bo  taken,  the  Local  Authority 
being  concerned  solely,  and  to  a  very  limited  extent,  with 
distribution.

Users  of  polluted  shallow  wells  are 
advised  to  boil  the  water  before  use.  In  some  cases  owners 
have  been  asked  to  clean  the  wells  out  and  chlorinate  the  water 
and  are  encouraged  to  gover  the  wells  and  replace  windlass  with 
pump, 

B.  DRixIlh^GE  ..ND  SEWER..GE  WORK, 

The  following  works  were  completed 
(l)  Brantham  -  in  order  to  deal  v/ith  the  sewage  effluent  from 
houses  on  the  now  estate,  o47  yards  of  9”  diameter  concrete 
sewer  were  laid  to  connect  to  the  existing  (New  Village, 
Cattawadc)  sewer  which  has  an  outfall  to  the  tidal  estuary  of 
the  River  Stour.  Both  new  and  existing  sewer  will  form  part 
of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish. 

In  connection  with  the  new  housing 
estate  Stutton  (present  development  8  houses  ultimate  29 
houses)  633  yards  of  6”  diameter  sower  were  laid  to  a  small 
sedimentation  tank. 


At  Stratford  St.^ary  the  housing 
site  sewerage  scheme  was  completed  consisting  of  30  gallon 
ejector  (housed  underground)  166  ycirds  of  cast  iron  pumping 
sewer,  and  a  small  complete  troatmxont  disposal  works  capable  of 
dealing  with  the  sewage  from  an  ultimate  development  of  21 
houses,  7  of  which  are  completed, 

At  East  Bergholt  490  yards  of  sewer 
were  laid  to  drain  sewage  from,  an  estate  of  24  temporary 
bungalows  to  a  disposal  works.  The  works  was  designed  wi bh 
suf-'^iclent  margin  to  deal  with  the  effluent  from  the  new 
permanent  housing  site  (1st  stage).  Ultimately  the  works  will 
be  redundant  but  the  system  of  sev/ers  will  form  part  of  the 
network  for  the  parish  scheme.

C.  HOUSING. 


Owing  to  tho  staffing  dif f icultlos 
and  much  essential  v/ork  in  other  fields  the  progress  of  the 
Housing  Survey  rcconniended  by  the  Hobhouse  Connittee  was  not 
as  good  as  had  been  hoped. 

Fifty  seven  houses  were  visited  in 
Ra^blon  and  Two  Hundred  and  Ninety  Four  in  Fast  Bergholt.  They 
were  placed  provisional!:,^  in  the  following  caterf  orles : -

Tattlngstono  and  Stutton.  Two  houses  at  Capol  St.  Mary  and  24 
prefabricated  bungalows  at  East  Bergholt  were  occupied.

1,  Disposal  of  House  Refuse, 

At  the  he ginning  of  the  yean  it  was  apparent  that 
difficulty  was  being  experienced  in  maintaining  the 
efficiency  of  the  service  with  the  existing  staff  of  two 
men , 


In  A  pril  another  loader  was  engaged  to  overcome  this 
difficulty,  and  since  his  employment  the  pressure  has  been 
relieved  considerably. 

The  amount  of  House  Refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
during  1948  was  approximately  1200  tons. 

Disposal  was  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  tips 
in  Chelmondist on ,  Bentley  and  East  Bergholt, 

129  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  during  the 
year  with  regard  to  various  matters  relating  to  the 
collection  service, 

56  visits  and  inspections  were  carried  out  to  the 
Refuse  Tips. 

7  accumulations  of  miscellaneous  refuse  have  been 
removed  from  various  parishes  during  the  year. 

2 ,  Salvage  Collection. 

A  very  mirfed  improvement  is  to  be  noted  in  the 
collection  and  sale  of  salvage  during  1948.  Waste  paper, 
particularly,  has  increased  by  over  lOOf^  over  the  1947 
figure . 


Our  figure  of  42  tons  14  cwts.  is,  however,  short 
of  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  This  average 
can  be  achieved  if  the  present  rate  of  improArement  is 
maintained  during  the  coming  year.
